The St. Louis retail food price 
index declined 0.9 per cent from 
January to February, it was an- 
nounced today by the North 
Central Regional Office, United 
States Department of Labor's 
Bureau of Labor Statistics.

WASHINGTON, March 24 
(UP)—The United States stood 
ready today to help. France in a 
large-scale training program 
aimed at knocking out the Com- 
munist rebels in Indochina. 
United States soldiers will 
help train native troops if the 
French are willing. France has 
been cool to American assist- 
ance of this type, however. 
Officials here, who would re- 
gard the loss of Indochina as a 
calamity for the free world, put 
it squarely up to France to say 
whether it wants the additional 
aid in trying to end the lorg 
war with military victory. 

“Effective and aggressive 
training of Indochinese troops 
is essential if the war is to be 
brought to a successful conclu- 
sion,” Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson said yesterday. We 
are willing to assist in such 
training any practical way.” 

Conference Topics. 
Conferences here between 
American officials and Gen. 
Paul Ely, chief of staff of 
France's armed forces, dealt 
with both the critical battle now 
raging in Indochina and the 
long-range problem of gaining 
the initiative over the Com- 
munist Vietminh. 

Wilson told reporters that 
current Communist assaults on 
surrounded Freneh and native 
forces at Dien Bien Phu were 
apparently designed to influence 
next month’s Geneva conference.

Military observers expected 
that American technical trainin 
in rear areas in Indochina wi 
be stepped up fairly soon. 

In reply to a question, Wilson 
said the training scheme is 
“somewhat similar” to the mis- 
sion headed by Gen. James A. 
Van Fleet that built up the 
Greek army to resist Communist 
attacks successfuRy after World 
War II. But Wilson noted that 
problems in Indochina might dif- 
fer from those in Greece. 

Wilson said the use of United 
States “technical advisers” for 
training wouldn't take us in any 
deeper than we are now in 
Indochina.” Some Democrats 
have expressed concern that the 
use of United States technicians 
might involve this country in a 
shooting war.

at the end of it, where the 
Aleutian islands begin. The 
Navy had used the two places 
as coaling stations, but said as 
long ago as 1951 it had no fur- 
ther use for them, the Bureau 
of Land Management reported. 
They had been reserved for the 
Navy since 1929. 

An official of the United 
States Geological Survey told 
the Post-Dispatch one of the 
areas, the one near the center 


‘of the peninsula, has at least 
some oil and gas “potential” be- 


cause of the presence of petro- | 
liferous rocks, but that the 
Navy's interest never was in 
that direction. No drilling by 
rivate interests has been possi- 
ble because the land was re- 
served. 

The central-peninsula reserve 
is called the Wide Bay area, 
consisting of 61,162 acres of 
land and 116,531 acres of water. 
The other is known as the Cold 
Bay-Dolgoi Island area, consist- 
ing of 485,858 acres of land and 
517,710 acres of water. 
Enormous areas of Alaska 
have been reserved for various 
agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment, thus shutting them off 
from private development, and 
there have been increasing ef- 
forts recently by proponents of 
statehood to get the agencies 
to give up all that they can get 
without, so the land can 
be opened to -homesteaders or 
for mineral leasing, 

The Navy said in February

Big Four’s ‘Brain Child.’ 

Rhee described the Geneva 
conference as “the brain child 
of the Big Four“ (the United 
States, Britain, France and Rus- 
sia). He said it was “conceived 
secretly” at the Berlin foreign 
ministers meeting. He said it 
does not conform to the politi- 
cal conferences envisaged under 
the admistice agreement which 
sought a peaceful method for 
the unification of Korea. 

He said the Communists are 
“aware of the désire for peace

The Pakistan prime minister, 
in reaching a defense agree- 
ment with Turkey and request- 
ing American military aid, has 
taken the country a long way 
towards full western partner- 
ship in the last 60 days. It is 
hoped that he will be able to 
complete these arrangements 
before a general election is 
forced upon him and that these 
decisions will not become major 
political issues. 

100 Per Cent for West. 


Ali told me six months ago in 
Pakistan that he intended to use 
all his influence for full alliance 
with the West regardless of 
political repercussions at home. 

“IT am 100 per cent with the 
West against Communism,” he 
said. 

The Communists failed to win 
a single seat in the East Pak- 
istan elections. The fact that 
they threw their handful of 
votes to the coalition is not con- 
sidered important. Leaders of 
the three United Front parties 
are easily as conservative as 
Moslem League candidates. 

The election proves mostly 
that Pakistan's economic posi- 
tion is bad. It also proves that 
East Pakistan is liable to remain 
dissatisfied as long as the coun- 
try is run from Karachi. The 
two parts of the country are 
1000 miles apart, separated by 
India, through which no train 
travel is permitted. 


Crisis Some Months Away. 

Ali’s crisis in running the 
government may not come for 
several months. Eventually, how- 
ever, the United Front is going 
to become insistent that new na- 
tional elections be called to test 
their strength. 

The Moslem League is in 
much the same position as the 
Congress party in India. It was 


instrumental in winning inde- 
pendence from Britain and par- 
tition from India almost seven 
years ago. Now that this has 
been achieved both the Moslem 
League and the Congress Party 
of India have gone into decline 
as leading political forces. 


Ali, formerly ambassador to 
Washington and Ottawa, him- 
self is a Bengali from East Pak- 
istan. He speaks Bengali, the 
language of East Pakistan 
rather than Urdu the language 
of West Pakistan. But he is 
associated with the Moslem 
league and there probably will 
arise demands for a national 
election that could unseat him. 


Prime Minister Nehru of 
India is reportedly enjoying 
Ali's difficulties. He has vio- 
lently opposed Pakistan's alli- 
ance with the West. 

The next few months should 
determine whether the United 
Front of Bengal will go along 
with the western alliance or 
whether it will attempt to split 
the country over this issue. The 
West can only hope that the 
United Front parties may as- 
sume a reasonable attitude to- 
ward western co-operation and 
thrash out their differences 
over purely domestic issues.

At Least One Man 


Circle Taking 
In New Blood 


Added to Presidium! 
— He Is Boss of 
Rich Ukraine.

the “collective” leadership of 
the Soviet Union—the Com- 
munist high command—has re- 
cently opened its exclusive circle 


This has been done without 
any public announcement. 

At least one new man has 
been added to the list of top- 
level men the Soviet press calls 
“the leaders of the Communist 
party and the Soviet Govern- 
ment.“ 

Of particular interest is the 
fact that he is one of the lead- 
ing figures in the machine of 
Nikita Khrushchev, the secre- 
tary general of the Communist 
party’s central committee, whose 
star has been rising continually. 

The man added to the inner 
circle is Alexei I. Kirichenko, a 
Ukrainian and the boss of that 
rich agricultural Soviet repub- 
lic. His formal title is “first 
secretary of the central com- 
mittee of the Communist party 
of the Ukraine.” 


Became Top Man Last June. 

Kirichenko was the No. 2 man 
in Kiev, the Ukraine's capital, 
until L. G. Melnikov was fired 
last June, Then Kirichenko took 
over Melnikov’s job. 

For a month now Kirichenko 
has been uniformly listed among 
the leaders of the U.S.S.R. whose 
names are published in heavy 
black-face type when they ap- 
pear in public. As late as the 
beginning of February he was 
not on the list. 

This means that Kirichenko 
has been elected secretly to the 
most powerful organ of the 
Soviet Union, the party’s Presid- 
fum (formerly known as the 
Politburo). 

It is not yet known whether 
Kirichenko has been named a 
full member of the Presidium or 
just a candidate member, with- 
out a vote. But it looks very 
much as if he may have been 
made a full member and also 
that the head of the Soviet trade 
unions, N. M. Shvernik, and the

When will the American Bar Association again 
have s0 notable an opportunity to serve the 
country as that which the bar heads themselves 
have just now declined to accept? 

Republican Senator Mundt of South Dakota, 
as temporary chairman of the Senate’s Permanent 
Investigating subeemmiftee, provided the oppor- 
tunity, Eager to obtain an outstanding lawyer 
for chief special counsel in the MeCarthy-Stev- 
ens-Cohn-Schine investigation, Senator Mundt 
proposed that the president of the American 
Bar Association serve the nation in this notable 
capacity, 

Senator Mundt rightly reasoned that the pres- 
ident of the American Bar Association holds the 
highest professional office which the organized 
legal profession can vote to one of its members, 
He reasoned that the selection’ of the bar presi- 
dent would lift the choice out of partisan poll- 
tics, whatever the political affiliation of the 
man himself might be, He reasoned that legal 
ability and professional competence should go 
with the bar’s presidency. 

All these expectationg of Senator Mundt fell 
flat when the current president of the American 
Bar Association, William J. Jameson of Billings, 
Mont., declined to serve. Mr. Jameson, who is a 
Republiean, declined, so Senator Mundt ex- 
plained, when 11 of the 16 members of the Bar 
Association’s Board of Directors advised him not 
to accept. 

If the decision of the American Bar Association 
not to answer the call to help is strange in this 
time of executive-legisiative crisis, the basis for 
the decision is stranger still, 

“It would not be appropriate” for the presi- 
dent of the American Bar Association to assume 
the role of chief counsel and hence potential 
“adjudicator” of a matter so eontroversial——so 
the bar leaders argued. Expanding on this, they 
said they felt that no matter what conclusions 
the Senate Investigating Subcommittee reached 
“many Americans are pretty likely to disagree.” 

Of course many citizens are likely to disagree 
with the outeome. But what of that? Since when 
has the American Bar Association decided to in- 
terest itself in only those matters on which 
there is unanimity of opinion? 


At the A. B. A. 1953 convention in Boston, its 
House of Delegates voted 117 to 33 to reaffirm 
its already controversial stand in behalf of the 
Bricker amendment to limit the President ': 
treaty-making powers. The Bricker amendment 
dssue so divided the Bar Association that past 
presidents John W. Davis of New York and 
Jacob M. Lashly of St. Louis, for example, 
crossed verbal swords with past president Frank 
E. Holman of Seattle and others. Judging by 
Mr, Holman’s new appeal after the proposed 
amendment's defeat, he is in violent disagree- 
ment with the result. 

Twenty-one years ago the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, under the leadership of one of its presi- 
dents, Clarence E. Martin, Martinsburg, W. Va., 
became identified with the opposition to the 
then pending amendment to forbid child labor, 
The A. B. A. did not run from that controversy. 
On the contrary, it helped make the fight. Sim- 
ilar examples eould easily be cited. 


If Mr. Jameson had said that neither person- 
ally nor professionally did he want to get mixed 
up in the McCarthy battle that would have been 
understandable though not very brave. But it 
is far from impressive for him and the bar lead- 
ers to sidestep now on the grounds that not 
everyone will “agree” with the outcome. As the 
hitter Bricker battle shows, this is an excuse of 
convenience.

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Conflicting Echo at Echo Park 

The thorny question of Echo Park dam is now 
in the lap of a House Interior subcommittee. 
There is no scarcity of opinions about the pro- 
posal te build this project on tributaries of the 
Colorado river in the Dinosaur National Monu- 
ment in northern Colorado and Utah. 

Opponents say it would be the first invasion 
of the national parks and monuments and an 
entering wedge. Proponents say that without this 
project for the conservation of water the deyel- 
opment of the Upper Colorado Basin states— 
Colorado. Utah, New Mexico and Wyoming 
would be retarded and the agreed-on division of 
‘water with the Lower Basin states—Nevada, Ari- 
zona and California—would be prejudiced. 

But while the opinions are clear, the facts 
are not. 

Are there acceptable alternatives to Echo Park 
dam outside Dinosaur National Monument? That 
is the one most sallent fact, and Bernard De 
Voto, writing in Harperig Magazine, says there 
probably are, but No one really knows.” 

Mr. DeVoto, a member of an advisory board 
to the National Park 1 points out that 
Gen. Ulysses §. Grant III, formerly ef the Corps 
of Engineers of the United States Army, made 
a survey of alternative sites ava er that 
they would do “just as well.“ 

But the Bureau of Reclamation, whee project 
Echo Park is, “has not studied the alternatives“ 
Gen, Grant proposed, so far as anyone knows,” 
Mr. DeVoto writes. And, again “so far as anyone 
. knows," the bureau “has made only a field re- 
connaissance” of any alternative sites, according 
to Mr. DeVoto. 

Plainly what is wanted ig facts. Secretary of 
Interior McKay wrote in the National Parks 
Magazine that “I intend to permit no encroach- 
ment upon the national park system without 
careful and therqugh study” and that, gays Mr. 
DeVoto, is exactly what Secretary McKay has 
not done in the case of Echo Park dam. 

The Secretary has given his approval to the 
project—and. now President Eisenhower has 
added his approval—but, writes Mr. DeVoto, the 
“careful and therough study” has never occurred. 
Yet two years ago Mr. McKay's predecessor, 
Oscar L. Chapman, recommended reopening the 
whole project to make a thorough study of pos- 
sible alternatives to Echo Park. 

Under these circumstances Mr. De voto's sug- 
gestion of a fact-finding commission is the most

AD-X2 Loses Its Zip 

The story ef the bubbling battery additive, 
AD-X2, has come almost full circle. The claims 
of the manufacturer, Jesse M. Ritchie of Oak - 
land, Calif., that the juice can put new zip into 
aging batteries have been branded as “false and 
misleading” by the Federal Trade Commission. 

If the FTC finding stands and if Mr. Ritchie 
declines to pursue the matter further, AD-X2 is 
soon likely to be back exactly where it was be- 
fore the Eisenhower Administration took office 
— labeled as a “fraud” by the Post Office De- 
partment and out of circulation. 

That will be the end of one af the conspicu- 
ously less laudable incidents of the Republican 
Administration, including the spectacle of Com- 
meree Secretary Weeks firing Dr. Allen V. Astin 
as director of the Bureau of Standards because 
of the bureau's disintérested finding that the 
juice was worthless. 


Fortunately, however, the publie outcry that 
followed the firing of Dr. Astin forced Secretary 
Weeks to restore him, More important, it served 
notice on Mr. Weeks and others in the Admin- 
istration that the people demand the protec- 
tion of scientific testing against the philosophy 
of “let the buyer beware.”

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No Meat Trust' ‘Case 


Attorney General Brownell announced last Oc- 
tober that he was beginning negotiations to dis- 
pose of as many outstanding anti-trust cases as 
posrible. He has proved as good as his word. Two 
of the biggest cases on the ‘docket have been 
wound up—the A. & P. ease, settled last Janu- 
ary, and the suit against the “Big Four” meat 
packers, which has just been dismissed at the 
Government's request. gs 


The Government's argument in the meat pack- 
ers’ case, as in the A. & P. case, expressed the 
Brandeis philosophy that bigness in itself is 
monopolistic, and that dissolution, in addition to 
action against monopolistic practices, is the prop- 
er remedy. So the eourts were asked to break 
A. & P. into a series of regional companies, and 
to reorganize the Rig Four“ meat packers into 
14 smaller corporations. 


Even if the courts bad shown themselves 
friendly. to this type of anti-trust law enforce- 


ment, whieh ig very doybtful, it is more than 


probable that the time has gone by when the 
American people would support such an attack 
on “bigness” as such, If big business ever was 
2 monster of frightfyl mien,” the American 
people have gazed on its face so oft that they 
“first endure, then pity, then embrace.” The 
public attitude today represents 9 eonsiderable 
departure from the Brandeis view, which re- 
garded bigness a3 evil in itself, But rightly or 
wrongly there is Mttle disposition left to try 
to decide. politically or legally how big a busi- 
ness should. be permitted te be. 
This does not mean at all that the anti-trust 
laws can safely be repealed or the public wel-

Eisenhower Lacks Grasp. 


Sen. —2 1 r is manifestly 
unprepared by experience and 
by education for the struggle in 
which it is his destiny to be the 
central figure.

For he has misunderstood the 
nature of his office, and the 
precedents laid down by all his 
great predecessors, when he looks 
to the Congress and not to him- 
self to defend the prerogatives 
of the President. 

The President is well armed 
under the Constitution to defend 
his prerogatives. He has only to 
exercise his indisputable right to 
boycott the McCarthy committee 
on the ground that it is a per- 
sistent violator of the constitu- 
tional right of the Executive and 
of the constitutional rights of 
American citizens. 


The Place for a Showdown. 


Let the President refuse to 
deal with this committee that 
Congress refuses to regulate. 
Then let McCarthy take the 
boycott into the 1 and see 
what happens. The President 
would win hands down. 

For then the issue will be 
posed in a way which compels 
the Senate to respect the pre- 
rogatives of the Executive. Sen- 
ators who will not take the risk 
of moving to restrain McCarthy 
would then be presented with 
a much greater risk, that of 
voting to override the President 
in order to sanction the inde- 
fensible actions of McCarthy. 

In such a showdown the 
President cannot lose. For even 
if there were a majority in the 
Senate for op a DP lm is 
not remotely the case—Congr 
has no power to compel hin to 
send his papers to that com- 
mittee and no power to counter- 
mand an order to the Executive 
departments to boycott this 
committee. 

If the President ordered Gen. 
Zwicker, for example, not to go 
before the MeCarthy committee, 
there is no power in Congress 
to go up to Camp Kilmer and 
arrest Gen. Zwieker. 


Not a Huckstering Job.

But 
what are these guarantees? They 
are not only that all who take 
the oath of allegiance are sworn 
to respect these rights.

For 
the stakes are the control of his 
office, the control of his party, 
and his own leadership. It is a 
difficult and dangérous struggle, 
and a nasty one, But the Pres- 
ident will win it because the 
people will carry him 
to victory if only he understands 
the nature of the struggle well 
enough to let the people rally 
to him. 

Since the crisis is the consti- 
tutional balance between Con- 
gress and the Executive, the 
President needs for his principal 
advisers men steeped in the Con- 
stitution, in its letter and its 
spirit, in its laws, usages and 
its principles.

Prevention and cure of both 
cancer and poliomyelitis in the 
near future were icted yes- 
terday by Dr. ard J. Me- 
Cormick, president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, who 
declared: “There seems to be no 
limit to medical horizons.” 

Delivering the annual Al- 
phonse M. Schwitalla lecture at 
the St. Louis University School

science in the 50 years in 
overcoming diseases once thought 
to be incurable, and remarked: 

“The prevention and cure of 
poliomyelitis is in my opinion 
certain in the immediate future. 
I am likewise convinced that 
within the next few years we 
will have in the form of a drug, 
a preventive and cure for can- 
cer.“ 

With the advance of medical 
knowledge and as diseases are 
eliminated, medicine and society 
in general must turn to fhe 
problem of fatal accidents, he 
said, “the usless and unneces- 
sary loss of lives which is. oc- 
curring in the home and on the 
highway. 

The accident death rate in 
1952 was 61.6 per 100,000 per- 
sons, and “it was estimated that 
one in every 16 persons suffered 
disabling accidents during that 
year,” he told the audience of 
students and faculty members, 
meeting at the medical school, 
1402 South Grand boulevard. 

Dr. McCormick, a Toledo (O.) 
surgeon and a 1915 alumnus of 
the medical school, added that 
there was recently the “shock- 
ing disclosure” that 14,000 chil- 
dren in the age group from one 
to 14 years die in accidents 
each year—“more than the next 
six causes combined; pneu- 
monia, congenital anomalies, 
tuberculosis, leukemia 
and heart disease.”

Fisheries experts are of the 
opinion that 10 per cent of the 
fishermen catch 90 per cent of 
the fish. This especially is true 
of bait casters and fly fisher- 

men, 

As one fishing guide expressed 
it, “The difference between an 
expert fisherman and a ‘dub’ 18 
only about two feet”! What the 
guide meant is that extreme ac- 
curacy in placing a fly or a plug 
is absolutely essential if many 
fish are caught. 

In float fishing the boat is 
kept the maximum distance from 
the shoreline that will permit 
the fisherman to ‘comfortably 
cast and still drop the lure at 
the water’s edge. When fishing 
the stream bounded by sand or 
gravel bars, some experts drop 
their lures on the bars and then, 
with a twitch of the rod, cause
